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USU fee campaign to launch in October 


Potential fee increase will assist an estimated $99 
million USU renovation project.

Associated Students Inc. plans to launch an of- 
ficial campaign that would promote a referendum, 
which would include a $165 semester fee and a 
$124 summer fee for renovations in the Univer- 
sity Student Union if passed. 

“Tt Starts With You” will launch in October and 
will inform the student body of “all aspects of the 
referendum,” such as what facility improvements 
the USU would include, ASI Communications 
Manager Lindsay San Miguel said via email. 

San Miguel said that if the fees are approved, 
they would not take effect until the year the reno- 
vated sections of the USU open, which would be 
about four to five years after its approval. 

The referendum would increase the USU fee, 
which is currently $179, according to the CSULB 
website, in order to “address the needs of current 
and future students.” These needs include de- 


ficiencies such as limited seating, limited study 
space and critical infrastructure concerns such 
as mechanical, engineering, plumbing and water- 
proofing, San Miguel said. 

According to the referendum proposal, the to- 
tal cost of construction for the renovations and 
expansions of the USU was estimated to be $99 
million. 

San Miguel said that the fee increase would 
cover the cost of construction, renovation, expan- 
sion and continual operation of the USU. Areas to 
be improved include the lounge and study space, 
dining seating, meeting rooms, large event space 
and student resource centers, she said. 

“Students also stated that if improvements 
were made to the USU, it would double the num- 
ber of visits to the facility per week, as well as 
increase the amount of time spent in the USU,” 
San Miguel said. “Overall students and the cam- 
pus community view the USU as the focal point 
of the campus.” 

Since 2011, San Miguel said that the USU 
Board of Trustees has been conducting formal as- 


sessments of CSULB students’ needs and desires 
for the USU. 

According to the referendum proposal, during 
the two years between referendum approval and 
construction, the CSULB, USUBOT, ASI and the 
Chancellor’s Office will be designing the facility, 
working with architects and hiring contractors. 

The USUBOT, Student Senate and CSULB 
campus Student Fee Advisory Committee ap- 
proved the referendum last spring. Student will 
be able to decide on its approval in late Febru- 
ary 2015. According to the referendum proposal, 
pending the outcome, the expected design and 
construction schedule would begin in summer 
2015. 

“Construction and operation of these types of 
student union facilities are funded using student 
body center fees, instead of state funds,” accord- 
ing to the referendum proposal. 

Students such as undeclared major Larry San- 
tos said’she speculates whether the fee is worth 
future students’ investments. 

“Put yourself in [the] students’ shoes that would 
be affected by the fee,” Santos said. “I don’t get 
financial aid, so I would mind. I’m already ona 
tight budget, so I would be pissed if I had to pay.” 
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Nursing major Christina Jose said that although 
future students should decided if the “pricey” fee 
would be implemented, the fee would benefit ac- 
cessibility to better resources and technology. 

“T mean, it is a good idea, it’s kind of weird how 
we don’t have any outlets around the school where 
[as] the community colleges do,” she said. “We’re 
constantly using our laptops.” 

ASI Executive Director Richard Haller said 
that, although ASI is always looking for alterna- 
tives to pay for such projects, gaining funding 
opportunities such as grants or donations is more 
difficult to acquire for buildings. 

“There’s no denying it’s going to have some 
financial impact for the students,” he said. “It’s 
important to know, I think, that no one will start 
paying the fee until the renovated portions of the 
facility open.” 

Haller said that it’s unlikely that current stu- 
dents will be enrolled at CSULB when the fee 
takes effect. 

“T think it’s part of leaving a legacy for future 
generations of students,” he said.

The University Art Museum will 
reopen its doors on Saturday with two 
new exhibits after a summer of reno- 
vations and art display changes to the 
museum.

The exhibit will be on display in the 
museum from Sept. 6 until Dec. 14.

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Ferguson highlights racial disparity 


The shooting of Michael Brown 
at the hands of law enforcement, 
and the subsequent rioting, 
was only the tip of the iceberg; 
the city of Ferguson was in the 
business of institutionalized racial 
discrimination, and had been for 
years. 

After analyzing the data, the 
numbers don’t lie: America’s criminal 
justice system undeniably victimizes 
African-Americans. Anyone who 
denies the racial undercurrents that 
pervade every stage of the criminal 
justice process is simply not paying 
close enough attention. Even if it is 
inadvertent, the racial disparity in 
the application of justice in America 
remains the foremost obstacle to 
establishing a just criminal justice 
system premised upon the rule of law. 

When discussing race relations in 
the high profile Supreme Court case 
of Shelby v. Holder last year, Chief 
Justice Roberts commented that 
“Nearly 50 years later, things have 
changed dramatically.” 

African-Americans have made 
staggering gains after 250 years 
of enslavement and then legally 
enforced political and economic 
disenfranchisement. America has a 
black president; there are 44 black 
members of Congress; and the racial 


wage gap between blacks and whites 
has dramatically improved as a result 
of anti-discrimination legislation.

discrimination upon African- 
Americans is premature, especially 
within the realm of criminal justice: 
The New Republic reports that 
in Ferguson, Missouri, African- 
American drivers accounted for 86 
percent of all traffic stops despite 
representing only 67 percent of the 
city’s population; in comparison, 
white drivers accounted for only 
13 percent of traffic stops despite 
representing 29 percent of Ferguson’s 
population. The amount of actual 
arrests is racially skewed as well: 
out of the total drivers pulled over 
in Ferguson, African-Americans 


accounted for 93 percent of arrests 
while whites only accounted for 7 
percent. The fact that racial bias 
impacted the policing of the citizens 
of Ferguson is readily apparent. 

Not only was this policy morally 
reprehensible, it also severely reduced 
the police department’s ability to 
effectively detect and combat crime. 
For example, when police did search 
drivers, they found illegal items on 
only a fifth of the black targets and on 
a third of their white ones. 

Although African-Americans 
account for the majority of the 
population in Ferguson, they are 
dramatically underrepresented on the 


council seats; additionally, the police 
force is almost entirely white. 

The crime of racial discrimination 
is a blemish upon our entire 
criminal justice system justice 
system nationwide, chiefly because 
of the War on Drugs. According to 
the Sentencing Project, African- 
American males are six times more 
likely to be incarcerated than white 
males and Hispanic males are 2.5 
times more likely. Racial minorities 
are also likely to be sentenced for 
longer periods than their white 
counterparts for similar crimes; 
for example, the U.S. Sentencing 


Commission’s Report demonstrates 
that in 2010, the amount of black 
male offenders convicted of a federal 
offense subject to a mandatory 
minimum sentence was nearly double 
that of convicted white males. 

When law enforcement tragically. 
shot Michael Brown, the incident 
essentially peeled off a scab to reveal 
the festering wound of pervasive 
racial discrimination in Ferguson, 
Missouri, and across the entire 
nation. It must serve as a reminder 
to us all that institutionalized 
discrimination is not simply a relic of 
our racist past; it has followed us to 
the present. 

Although African-Americans 
have undeniably made substantial 
gains in terms of civil rights, the 
journey towards greater equality 
in this country for African- 
Americans remains unfinished. Let 
us all continue to pray for and work 
towards the establishment of a just 
society premised on Martin Luther 
King’s inspiring words: “I have a 
dream that my four little children 
will one day live in a nation where 
they will not be judged by the color of 
their skin but by the content of their 
character.”

LBSU looks to finish 


four-game homestand 
after two big wins

Back-to-back © comeback wins 
against a pair of tough opponents pro- 
pelled the Long Beach State women’s 

soccer team to a top-25 NCAA rank- 
ing. 

The 49ers (2-1-1) are ranked 23rd in 
the country, and have made a habit of 
going down early and stealing games 
late. Sophomore forward Mimi Rangel 
expressed mixed feelings on how her 
team has been performing. 

“It’s a good thing that we can come 
in second half after playing the first 
half with all that energy and just pretty 
much dominate and kill the teams,” 
Rangel said. “It’s a bad thing that we 

~ don’t perform like that in the first half 
and take care of business.” 

The 49ers will face the University 
of San Diego and Cal State Bakersfield 
this weekend at the George Allen Field. 

Outside of their 5-0 victory against 
Michigan, the USD Toreros (1-2-1) have 
struggled to get their footing. They’re 
coming off a 2-0 loss to UCLA, and de- 
spite have a losing record, they’ve still 
outscored their opponents 7-6. 


“It’s a tough schedule that can really 
boost you if you can navigate through 
it,’ Ingrassia said, “We got some big 
games coming up, so we need confi- 
dence and get some better results.” 

Bakersfield has struggled against 
weak competition; opponents have out- 
scored the team 12-2 this season. The 
49ers will find some reprieve in their 
second game of the weekend against 
the Roadrunners (0-4-0). 

A pair of 49ers earned individual 
league honors this week. Freshman for- 
ward Ashley Gonzales won Big West 
Offensive Player of the week. Gonza- 
les scored two goals in the win against 
Georgia, including a late game-winner 
that saved the 49ers. 

Junior Melanie Fox earned He West 
Defensive Player of the Week, having 
started and played both games in their 
entirety. She was crucial in setting up a 
scoring play that led to an Ashley Gon- 
zales goal against Georgia. It’s the first 
career weekly honors for both players. 

“I’ve spent a decade here now,” head 
coach Mauricio Ingrassia said. “I just

look back at all the players that have 
come through here and...J’m really 
proud of the program and [of] all my 
players through all the years and [their] 
hard work. I have a great coaching 
staff, and it just feels really good.” 

The 49ers are by no means a perfect 
team, and it’s still early to make any de- 
finitive assessments. They know they 
have to improve their first half play, 
and until then, they won’t be a com- 
plete team. 

It is difficult to determine the team’s 


fate being so early into the season, but 
it knows it has to improve its first half 
play before becoming the team it wants 
to be. 

“From all the hard work we do, we 
perform better in the second half,’ 
Rangel said. “But at the same time it’s 
something that is going to bite us in the 
butt later if we don’t take care of that.” 


Women’s volleyball to host three-day Mizuno Invitational 


The 49ers will go into their first home tournament with a 1-2 record, set to play 
Idaho, Campbell, Army and San Francisco.

The Long Beach State women’s vol- 
leyball team will host its three-day 
Mizuno Invitational this weekend at 
the Walter Pyramid. 

They 49ers brought home a 1-2 re- 
cord after their weekend in Illinois, but 
they hope to redeem themselves with 
a four-match tournament against oppo- 
nents such as Idaho, Campbell, Army 
and San Francisco. 

“This weekend’s a big weekend,” 
head coach Brian Gimmillaro said. 
“Thursday’s [the] big opener with Ida- 
ho to start. They’re a pretty good team 
and [are] well-coached...San Francisco 
[will be] very good too. They have a 
very foreign-dominated team, very 
athletic, very big [and] well-coached.” 

Katelyn Peterson leads Idaho with 
33 kills and 22 digs and Ali Forde with 
27 kills and 29 digs. 

Stephanie Hagins holds the most 
blocks with 10, and will be a factor to 
consider at the front row. 

San Francisco (3-0) is led by Croatia 
native Anja Segota with a high of 39 
kills and 32 digs and Slovenia native 
Valentina Zaloznik with 38 kills and 11 
digs. Out of the 13 Dons on the roster, 
six are international players. The 49ers 


have two international players, while 
the Vandals (1-2) have none. 

LBSU has four players hitting in 
double digits: Bre Mackie (23 kills, 10 
blocks), Joy Miley (23 kills), Alex Reid 
(21 kills) and Chisom Okpala (20 kills). 

Gimmillaro spoke highly of U of I 
and UCSF, noting that they have ad- 
vantages in height and experience, but 
that it should not affect how his team 
performs. When asked if it’s intimidat- 
ing to play bigger or stronger teams, he 
was quick to say “no.” 

“It’s all about you,” Gimmillaro 
said. “If you execute, it doesn’t matter 
if you’re playing the worst or best team 
in the country. There’s nothing you can 
do about it.” 

Gimmillaro wants to win, but he 
said he understands the importance of 
confidence and how the team carries 
itself. 

“You got to be very mature to stay 
focused in what you do and find out if 
it’s good enough, then look to see how 
you can improve,” Gimmillaro said. 
“We just want to get better. Whatever 
happens, happens. As long as we im- 
prove, [we'll] be good.”
